age husband finds it a matter of considerable diplomacy when he 
attempts to tell his wife what to do in purchasing her personal 
wardrobe. 
It is an important item of home trading, that the whole house­ 
hold be made loyal to a city. 
The Dispatch gives publicity to 
this question by revealing the observations of one qualified to 
speak on women’s trade. 
A saleswoman, who has served the women of Brainerd in 
that capacity f*.r several years, was discussing the present busi­ 
ness situation and said among other things: 
“I simply cannot understand why so many Brainerd women 
look at what Brainerd stores offer but go to the cities and make 
their p u r c h a s e s . 
Men talk about doing things to make* Brainerd 
bigger and better, but the wives of many of them take enough 
business out of town to make all stores prosperous. 
“J watch too, to see what they buy and I cannot see where they 
improve on what the stores of Brainerd offer to them. 
“Wily should tho wife or (laughter of any man who makes 
his living in Brainerd go to the ‘cities’ to spend the money which 
Brainerd produces? 
They seem mighty disloyal to me. 
We stand 
here and wait. our boss is harrassed to meet his bills and yet the 
business which would make us happy and prosperous is sent out 
of town. 
“They say women don’t know much about business but I ani 
thinking that the stores Brainerd has should at least he given an 
opportunity to sell these people what they want before they send 
their Braille:.1 earned money out of town. 
Why, the last customer 
j Wailea on told me o' the many women on her street who went to 
the cities to buy their coats and hats this year— many of them 
merchants’ wives too at that. 
“Maybe I am wrong, but it ought to be a matter for an apol­ 
o g y f o r a woman to say, ‘I got it in the cities.’ 
I don’t wonder 
that tile bo; 4 is discouraged for ho certainly has the right styles 
and the prices are right and other stores have good things too. 
“No, I don’t mind if you put what I’ve said in the paper, but 
don’t tell who J am. 
1 like these women but they are making such 
a nv st ake. 
I wouldn’t say what I have said but women don’t 
realize how much it costs Brainerd to have them talk about ‘shop­ 
ping in the cities,' and too I notice that it is the earnings of the 
Brainerd business men which are liberally subscribed for Boy 
Scouts, better cattle, tourist camp and other things which makes 
Brainerd better. Out of town merchants don’t do it for us. 
Then, 
too., ! notice that it’s Brainerd business men who get out and hus­ 
tle to put across the things which make us proud of Brainerd.

T he tragedy in St. Cloud Sunday, costing the life of a fine 
young boy, raises a question of responsibility that should arouse 
public sentiment to the great evil of law defiance. 
From the testimony of two witnesses in the d e a t h dealing car 
it appears that Smith, who is held for manslaughter, and his com­ 
panions procured moonshine in a joint on Sixth avenue north, 
about which there have been complaints for some time. 
They then 
secured more of the poison, according to these witnesses, from a 
farm house, near the Heim mill, and then began speeding on the 
paved highway near Sartell. 
The witnesses stated that while Smith was taking a drink 
one of the others held the steering wheel, while the car was travel­ 
ing at high speed. 
Smith, according to the witnesses, was so 
ranch under the influence of the liquor that the car traveled from 
side to side of the road, finally running down the boy and killing 
him instantly. 
This did not stop Smith, who tried to escape. 
Smith, when sober, would have done none of these things. 
The booze he had purchased from two men who were violating the 
law, was a deadly factor in the tragedy. 
The men who sold the moonshine to Smith were contributors 
to the killing. 
The question is, what will be done about it? 
Public sentiment has been altogether too complacent with the 
violations of the 18th amendment. 
It requires a tragedy to bring 
to the comprehension of the individuals and the officials that every 
moonshine maker and vender is a menace to society. 
We too often say, if the fools want to drink it aud work their 
own destruction, the world is well rid of them. 
But when intoxi­ 
cated they become a danger to others. 
The people of any community can have the law enforced if 
they are determined to do it. 
It is certainly time the people of 
St. Cloud woke up to the danger and cleaned house.— St. Cloud 
J oumal-Press.
